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7. All persons under sentence of above one month’s imprisonment and up to six 
months or Jess have been granted a remission of fifteen days. All persons under sentence ° 
of above six months’ imprisonment have been granted a remission of one month. All 
persous under sentence of above a year’s eepeeruaret have been granted a remission of 
one month for each year of their sentence ; all remissions granted under these orders being 
restricted to well-conducted convicts. Under no circumstances has the boon been extended to 
such criminals as have been more than twice convicted ; or to those who have been commit- 
ted to jail as security for keeping the peace ; or to any person whose premature release may 
be deemed by the local authorities to be inexpedient for reasons of local importance. 


I1.—Civil Prisoners. 


8. As regards civil prisoners, the Governor-General in Council has been pleased to 
order the release of all those whose debis do not exceed the sum of one hundred rupees, 
and the payment by Government of the debt or debts for which they are detained. 

III —Prisoners at Port Blair. 

9. As regards the prisoners under this head, the Superintendent of Port Blair has 
submitted lists prepared in aceordance with the instructions issued in the case of prisoners 
in India and with special recommendations in the case of those who are not disqualified from 
the amnesty, ‘These lists have been circulated to Local Governments and Administrations, 
so that the fullest consideration has been given to each individual case. Acting upon the 
information so obtained, the Governor-General in Council has directed that 278 male life- 
convicts and 90 female siall be absolutely released ; term-convicts 65 male and female, and 
one Christiau convict, or 434 in all. 


10. Besides absolute releases, the Superintendent of Port Blair has been allowed 
to grant to well-behaved convicts in t'ort Blair, to the extent which he deems expedient, 
freedom within the limit of the Settlement, and, moreover, to give promotiva in their 
respective classes to prisoners in the earlier stages of their probation. 


11, As regards Indian convicts in the Straits Settlements, very full inquiries have been 
made. A special officer has been deputed to Singapore to confer with the Straits Govern- 
ment in view to re-cousider the cases of all Indian convicts undergoing senteuce in that 
Province. his officer, Mr. Brodhurst, of the Bengal Civil Service, has prepared lists of 
all the Indian convicts in the Settlements, and, as in the case of the Port Blair prisoners, 
these lists have been forwarded for the opinions of the Local Governments to which the 
prisoners belong. The result of this inquiry is that 221 have been absolutely released. 


12. In Sarawak four Indian convicts have been absolutely released, and in Madras 
seven Straits convicts, and in Bombay five. Thus the grand total of absolute releases of 
prisoners in transportation is 671,

13. Thenumber of Political prisoners in India is very small, and indeed most of these 
are not’ really in confinement, but reside under surveillance in places fixed for their 
residence. ° 


It has been, however, found possible to grant entire freedom to Sirdars Kishan Kooer 
and Narain Singh, of the Punjab, and to give similar boous to cthers residing in various 
places. 


14. Speeial instructions have been issued to all Local Governments that the arrange- 
ments for the release of prisoners shall be carried out circumspectly and quietly, the 
pnsoners being conducted to their homes in small batches, and, when practicable, under 
“police supervision. *

Aries of India that, with a view to the improvement of the condition of the Native 
Commissioned and Non-Commissioned Officers and men serving in the armies of the three 
Presidencies and the Punjab Frontier Force, the following measures, recommended by the 
Government of India, have received the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government :— 


1.—A grant of Rs. 30 will be made to every recruit of Artillery, Infantry, and , 
Sappers and Miners, and to the Madras Cavalry and Governor-General’s' Body- 
guard, on enlistment, to aid in the provision of the established kit. 


1J.—An annual allowance of Rs. 4 will be given to every Non-Commissioned Officer, 
Drummer, and Private of Artillery, Infantry and Sappers and Miners, and to 
the Madras Cavalry, and Governor-General’s Body-guard, in aid of half- 
mounting. This will not be given to soldiers of less service than 18 months.

1. Every officer authorized to grant receipts shall be provided with a certificate of 
his authority to collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the municipality 
and the signature of the Chairman. Every collecting officer at the time of demanding 
payment shall be bound to show this certificate if required. 


2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which 
the Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send such schedule or 
return to the office of the Comniigsioners within one week from the date of the service of 
the requisition in the manner @escribed in section 867 of the Act. Any person failing 
to do so shall be liable to a pemalty not exceeding Rs. 5 for the omission, and to a 
penalty not exceeding Rs. 2 for every day the omission shall, after warning, continue. 
Any person submitting a false or incorrect schedule or return shall be liable to a 
penalty of Rs, 20, provided that nothing in this bye-law shall be held to prevent the insti- 
tution of a criminal prosecution under the Penal Code should the facts appear to warrant 
such a proceeding. 


8. Payment of purchase money for property sold, and delivery of the property, shall be 
made immediately after the sale ; and if the purchaser fail to pay the fall amount of his bid 
it shall be lawful for the distraining officer, at his discretion, to sell the property again on the 
same or any other day, and the first purchaser shall, in such case, be responsible to the 
Commissioners for any loss which shall be recoverable as a debt due to them.

functions, and of course in that respect only, subordinate to the Sessions Judge. 


2. The Court have ascertained that orders have been issued by the Government of 
Bengal to District Wagistrates in exact accordance with the intention of the Supreme 
Government, and they’ now desire that Sessions Judges will be guided by the directions 
contained in the letter from the Home Department. . 


8. The Court readily believe that those District Magistrates, who,.by acting upon the 
opposite view, gave occasion for this reference to the Government of India, were misled by 
the language of the Code of Criminal Procedure, and they are convinced that, after the 
unambiguous declaration of the Governor-General in Council, no further difficulty on this 
subject can arise. , 


4. The Court also rely on the discretion and care of Sessions Judges not to go beyond 
the intention of the Government of India in communications with Magistrates. :

by the High Court that District Magistrates, in respect of their judicial functions, should be

2.. The Government of India are, however, of opinion that orders, issued according to 
the instructions now communicated to the Bengal Government would be quite sutticient to 
meet the views of the High Court, and that it will not be necessary to resort to legislation 
in this matter. Such orders should prevent the recurrence of such collisions in future.

Wirth reference to the correspondence ending with your letter No. 1613T., dated the 
28th July last, on the subject of the relative positions of the Judge and Magistrate of a 
district, I am directed to say that, on a full consideration of all the points discussed in the 
correspondence, the Government of India concur with the High Court in the view that 
District Magistrates should be deemed subordinate to Sessions Judges in respect of their 
judicial functions. . 

2. Under the existing provisions of the law, the Sessions, Judge sits in appeal from the 
Magistrate in appealable cases, and in any other case he may examine the Magistrate’s 
judicial orders and send them to the High Court for review; and the Sessions Judge is thus 
above the Magistrate in some very important departments of duty: In the face of this plain 
scheme of ap and revision, it is useless to discuss,the question »s to which of the two 
officers is likely to be of longer stafding and larger judicial experience. Besides, the High 
Court have vested in themselves, by a law which the Indian Legislature cannot alter, the 
superintendence of all Courts of Justice subject to their appellate jurisdiction ; and it seems 
most reasonable that*they should be assisted by Sessions Judges in the performance of this 
important duty. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor recommends that a complete definition should be authorita- 
tively laid down of the purely judicial matters, other than those already provided for in the-law, 

. in which the Magistrates are to be subordinate to Sessions Judges. The Government of 
India do not, however, conaider it necessary to alter the wording of the Criminal Procedure 
Code for this pu which can be equally well attained by executive order, nor do they 
think the definition to be practicable, otherwise than by the use of general terms. 

4, Lam accordingly directed to request that District Magistrates may be ordered to 
comply with all requisitions for records, returns, and information made.by Sessions Judges 

with rd to any case segrentie fo them, or referable by them to the High Court, whether 
ided by the . Magistrate or by the other magisterial officers of the district, or 

nade by under the orders of the High Court in the exercise of their duty 
oyer subordinate Courts. District Magistrates should also be ordered to

In circulating for information he accompanying copy of a letter from the Officiating 
Sessions Judge of Rajshahye, No. 668G,, dated the Ist November 1876, the High Court is 
pleased to direct that in both classes of cases mentioned, viz. (a) where the High Court 
simply modifies a sentence passed by a Sessions Judge, without change of section, and (b) 
where the High Court passes a new sentence by changing the conviction section, or the 
punishment section, or otherwise, the sentence finally passed shall count, unless specially 
otherwise directed, from the first day of imprisonment under the original sentence. 

2; The same principle applies to the case mentioned in the 4th paragraph of 
Mr. Worgan’s letter. : 

$8. The Court thinks it better, with a view to obviate all mistakes, that. the date of 
termination of all terms of imprisonment should be distinctly expressed on the warrants of 
commitment. For this the prescribed forms were intended to provige, but revised forms 
will be issued, which shall make the watter clearer. . 

4. The rule now declared is not,, however, to apply to cases in which the imprison- 
ment is to take effect on the expiration of a previous sentence; in these cases, the com- 
mencement of the imprisonment is to be stated accordingly.

I nave the honor to request that you will obtain the orders of the Hon’ble Court on 
the following points * (1) when a sentence of imprisonment passed by a Judge is reduced 
by the High Court without change of section charged, should the imprisonment count 
quoad date of release from the date of the High Court’s order, or- from the date of the 
Judge’s original warrant ? (2), when the High Court change either the conviction section 
or the punishment section and pass sentence accordingly, from which of the above two 
dates should the sentence finally passed count? In either case should the prisoner te 
allowed credit or not for the imprisonment undergone by him, between the date of the 
Judge’s first warrant and that of the High Court’s order on appeal ? 

2. My reason for asking the question is that acase of doubt has just arisen under the 
second class of cases. A man was sentenced by the Judge to transportation for life for 
murder in July 1874, and was also convicted of riot and other offences, but no sentence 
passed. The High Court set aside the conviction and sentence for murder, and sentenced 
him to two years’ rigorous imprisoument for riot in October 1874. I wrote in Septem- 
ber last for the return of hig warrant, under the impression that he would be releaseable in 
July 1876, but was informed by the Superintendent of Pubna Jail that the Superintendent 
of the Alipore Jail considered him releaseable in October. 

3. I cannot gather from’the High Court’s order in this cage from what date the impri- 
sonment should count. A copy of the same is annexed. Cases of the same kind are of 
coustant occurrence. A rule on the point seems to be required ; naturally I should suppose 
that in either case (1) or (2), the imprisonment should count from the date of the Judge’s 
first warrant, as otherwise the prisoner works out a greater or less term of imprisonment 
for no cause except the pendency of his appeal. This view, however, has not been adopted 
in the present case by Dr. Lynch, an officer of much experience; and hence I should be 
glad to see the point authoritatively settled. ? 

4. Whilst writing on the subject, I may with advantage mention another class of case 
in which doubt of a similar description at times arises, viz. where a sentence is ordered to 
take effect on the expiry of another sentence, which sentence is annulled on appeal. As an 
illustration of this, I may quote the following note received by me some time ago from 
Dr. Bensley, the Superintendent of the Jail here :—
